On the Mississippi River Below 
Helena, Ark., Sept. 13.—In making 
the most important decision since 


he began his inspection trip of the 
Mississippi, Secretary of War Hur- 
ley yesterday overruled the so- 
called Louisiana plan of flood con- 
trol. On the advice of army en- 
gineers, the Secretary rejected the 
plan of the State Board of En- 
gineers of Louisiana, as explained 
by Harry Jacobs, chairman of the 
board. 

The Secretary had asked the 
board to revise the plan after it 
had considered the question of the 
300,000 excess water feet. Join- 
ing at Helena the packet Missis- 
sippi, on which the Secretary is 
inspecting the river, Jacobs laid 
before the party the details of the 
plan. 

The plan called for extensive re- 
vision of the present flood contro] 
program devised by Major-General 
Edgar Jadwin, retired, while he 
was chief of army engineers. Un- 
der that plan three floodways and 
one spillway were to be constructed 
along the Mississippi to carry away 
excess waters during exceptional 
flood periods. 

Work Already Suspended. 
Work in two floodways has al- 
ready been suspended on account 
of litigation over compensation for 
land. owners. The original flood 
control project did not contemplate 
remuneration to land owners. 
One objection which has been 
voiced informally by army engi- 
neers to the Louisiana plan was 
that of cost. It has been estimated 
the reservoir planned for Little 
Rock, Ark., would cost more than 
the entire land value of the Le 
Boeuf floodway. The cost of the 
Louisiana plan has been estimated 
at $80,000.000. 

Maintaining an open mind on the 
question, however, Hurley decided 
to use his personal airplane to view 
the projects and will have the Mis- 
sissippi early tomorrow. 

No final decisions will be made 
by Major-General Lytle Brown, 
chief of army engineers, on a rec- 
ommendation to the Secretary until 
the latter has had an opportunity 
to discuss the question at length 
with President Hoover. 

Seeking Minute Information. 

One fthe principal purposes of 
the Secretary's trip is to acquire in- 
timate flood control information in 
order that he may properly advise 
the President on the question. After 
a brief stop at Helena, the Missis- 
sippi continued down river to 
Greenville, Miss. 

While the engineers were discus- 
sing flood control projects with the 
Secretary, Major-General Thomas 
Q. Ashburn, chairman of the In- 
land Waterways Corporation, dis- 
cussed with L. E. Phillips, Oklaho- 
ma oil producer, the possibility of 
the Government-operated barges 
transporting oil down-river. 

So far the barge lines have not 
entered the oil carrying trade in 
competition with railways, but such 
a plan is now being considered.

‘LOST YELLOW LILY’ PUT ON 
DISPLAY AT SHAW’S GARDEN 


Rare Flower, Native of African 
Swamps, Grown from Seed Found 
After 20-Year Search, 
“The Lost Yellow Lily,” the most 
cherished botanical specimen in 


Shaw's Garden, was put on display 
yesterday for the first time since it 
started blooming two months ago, 
and may be seen in the third lily 
pond from the entrance gate. Its 
fragrant primrose yellow blossom 
is eight inches in diameter and 
hangs about 18 inches above the 
water. 

The occasion marks a triumph 
for Shaw's Garden, for this is the 
first time the rare flower has ever 
blossomed anywhere in-the world 
except in remote African swamps. 
For 40 years botanists have sought 
it, but until now the only evidence 
that the “Lost Lily” existed was a 
piece of a dried flower sent from 
Africa to the Berlin herbarium in 
1890 by a collector named Stuhl- 
mann. George H. Pring. superin- 
tendent, finally succeeded in grow- 
ing the plant from one of 3000 
seeds which the garden had ob- 
tained after a 12-year search. 
About 20 blossoms have already 
opened on the plant, but all were 
used for pollination to create new 
varieties of tropical water lilies. 
Each bud was veiled with cheese 
cloth before it opened to prevent 
insects from contaminating the pol- 
len. Eighty-three.crosses have been 
made between the yellow lily and 
11 other hybrids already developed 
at the garden. The ‘Lost Lily” 
will now be allowed to bloom in the 
pond until frost.

The award was 
in compensation for an 87-acre 
strip splitting a section of land 
subject to overflow by backwater, 
five miles south of East Prairie. 
Mississippi County. It covered 
consequential damage to the re- 
maining 553 acres of the 640. 

Such presentation of these cases 
was prescribed months ago by 
Judge Faris, who said that the jury 
had the duty to form its own es- 
timates, and in land values was as 
well qualified as any expert wit- 
ness. 

The first lawyers to take his 
suggestion were State Senator Rus- 
sell Dearmont and his partner, 
Clark Russell, of Cape Girardeau. 

Government experts ertimated 
damage to the insurance concern’s 
land, respectively, at $6159, $7763 
and $6495. A landowners’ expert 
placed it at $14,180. The viewers 
testified for the landowners with- 
out any mention that they had 
gone over the land as commission- 
ers appointed by the Court to fix 
compensation. Their estimates were 
lower in varying decree than the 
$21,562 award they had submitted 
which was admittedly high and to 
which the landowner had filed only 
formal] exception.

An Improvement Program. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OUR editorial in answer to Sidney 


R. Baer’s letter regarding the possi- 
ble future of St. Louis was very much 
to the point. It seems to me that as our 
city is not going forward, it must be 
slipping back. It will take a great deal 
more werk to pull St. Louis forward 
among the leading American cities than 
it would have taken to have kept the 
city in the forefront two generations ago. 

The only possible way to bring St. 
Louis back into fourth place among 
American cities, in my opinion, would 
be by taking advantage of our position 
and heritage im the aviation field. We 
are about to lose our present position 
in that field also tf what is published 
in the magazine “Office Economist” is 
true, which states that two cities already 
have 11 air lines radiating in all direc- 
tions, whereas St. Louis has only six air 
lines connecting it with other cities. So 
St. Louis wil have to bestir itself if it 
wishes to remain anywhere near the 
forefront in the field of av ‘xtion. 

St. Louis has manufactures and diver- 
sified business to a superlative degree, 
and it needs only to retain its airplane 
factories and add a few more to remain 
one of the most important manufacturing 
cities in the United States. However, to 
become again one of the first four cities 
of the United States it must increase 
the number of air lines centering in St. 
Louis, put more capital into aviation, 
and complete without delay the balance 
of the work under the $87,000,000 bond 
issue. It must also expand that pro- 
gram by completion of a mall one block 
wide from Twelfth boulevard to Grand 
boulevard between Market and Chestnut 
streets as suggested in the 1910 program. 
This latter project would require the 
condemnation of only a few blocks; three 
to be exact, between the Municipal and 
Union Station plazas, and about a dozen 
biocks of less expensive property between | 
the Union Station plaza and Jackson 
Square at Grand boulevard, Pine and 
Chestnut streets. 

This grand mall, extending from the 
Civic Courts building on Twelfth boule- 
vard to the Grand Opera House oppo- 
site St. Louis University on Grand bouile- 
vard: the River Front plaza: the double 
decking and widening of Third street 
and its connections with Florissant ave- 
nue and Gravois avenues in north and 
south St. Louis, would give St. Louis 
a comprehensive scheme which, if com- 
pleted within the next few years, would 
put St. Louis again in the forefront of 
American cities. 

However in this next bond issue a 
time limit of not more than five years 
should be stipulated for the completion 
of all of the projects or our citizens 
should refuse to vote for same. 

The large island park and aviation 
field to be reclaimed by straightening of 
the Mississippi River in north St. Louis, 
and the riverfront boulevard between 
Baden and Carondelet, as suggested by 
the City Plan Commission, which prob- 
ably would require another bond issue 
of considerable size, should also be vot- | 
ed on and started at the same time, but 
a longer time limit stipulated for the 
completion of the improvements. 

The value of this reclaimed land would 
help to offset the cost of the improve- 
ments which St. Louis is now contem-

This story has, in ites essentials, been frequently 
told. The accusation has been made times without 
number that prohibition has never had a fair trial. 
The good faith of enforcement headquarters has been 
repeatedly impugned. Such charges, however sincere- 
ly made, have been mostly expressions of indignant 
opinion, when preferred by drys. By antiprohibi- 
tionists they have been cited as conclusive argu- 
ments as to impracticability of the law. In either 
case they have lacked the convincing quality of facts. 

Mr. Campbell's indictment is a different instrument. 
It is a documented statement. He gives names, dates, 
quotes the correspondence which he presents in fac- 
simile, describes events with particularity and cir- 
cumstantiality which, seemingly, no inventive genius 
conlid construct. We are reading here, apparently, 
the history of an honest enforcement officer’s hope- 
less experience. : 

Names of national figures appear in the arraign- 
ment. One of them already has entered a denial.

A rather unusual form of go-getterism has been 
manifested by Drake University, Des Moines, Ia., 
which is making a campaign for an endowment fund. 
Drake, according to the Cleveland Plain Dealer, is 
asking the presidents of 1000 leading American cor- 
porations to contribute one share of the capital stock 
of their companies, the stock to be held in trust for 
50 years and the income applied to the university’s 
expense. 

Universities must live, but taste and judgment 

should be used in the solicitation and acceptance | 
of funds for their support. We fail to detect either 
in Drake’s request. Corporation presidents, as such, 
have no right to give away shares in their companies; | 
that is the right of the owners, namely, the stock- | 
holders. And even were stockholders willing to set 
the precedent of donating shares for educational in- 
stitutions, the latter would forfeit self-respect and a 
measure of freedom in taking them. 
Usually schools are supported by their alumni, or 
by persons who are intimately associated with, or 
have especial interest in them. The rallying of for 
mer pupils and friends about a school gives it char- 
acter and standing. The 1006 corporations being 
canvassed could have no possible interest in Drake 
except to prevent it from teaching any doctrine which 
they regarded inimical to the money-making process. 
Many American univérsities have had thrust upon 
them money which has curbed their freedom of 
thought and expression, and the results of that ten- 
dency are everywhere observable. But this is the 
first time we ever knew of a university cold-bloodedly 
asking to be subsidized by American industry.

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ELECTRIC RATES IN ST. LOUIS. 

Anditors for the Missouri Public Service Commis 
sion, acting at the instance of City Counselor Muench, 
report that the Union Electric Light and Power Co. 
earned 11 per cent upon its investment in 1929. 

Mr. Muench thinks electric rates in St. Louis 
should be lower, and the audit bears him out. The 
next move will probably be made by the commission, 
which m the natural course of events would ask the 
company to make a reduction in rates. If the com- 
mission does not move the City Counselor should do 
so.

Electric 
rates in St. Louis, except those to residences, were 
lowered approximately $700,000 a year after it was 
learned that in 1927 the company’s earnings increased | 
nearly $1,000,000 over those of the previous year.

Although I had more than one 
opportunity to meet Senator Cur- 
tis during the 1928 campaign, I 
have only encountered him once in 
person.

Early in 1927 Senator Curtis pro- 
tested to Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Andrews about the dis- 
missal of a prohibition agent 
named Buck. who had been work- 
ing in Kansas and whose home was 
in Pittsburg, Kan. The adminis- 
trator at St. Louis had dismissed 
him because of irregularities in his 
expense account.

To the average individual, a pro- 
hibition administrator is a sort of 
policeman to arrest dry: law vice- 
lators.

BERLIN, BSept. 13.—Germany's 
24 political parties today made 
their final appeals to the elector- 
ate for support in tomorrow's poll- 
ing for Reichstag deputyships, the 
sixth since inception of the re- 
public.

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SLIGHT DECREASE 
IN AUGUST ARRESTS 


Additional Allowance to Be 
Used in Part to. Defray 
Cost of School for Pro- 
hibition Offi 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—An 
increase in the funds for the prohi- 
bition bureau from $9,000,000 to 
$11,200,000 was asked of the Bud- 
get Bureau yesterday by Director 
Woodcock to permit the addition of 
500 agents to his staff of 1475. 

The increased appropriation 
which would have to meet fhe ap- 
proval of Congress,* would boost 
the total cost of the dry enforce- 
ment agencies, including the Coast 
Guard and Industrial Alcohol Bu- 
reau, to well over the $15,000,000 
limit now allowed. 

Returning to the Capital from an 
inspection trip through Qhio and 
Michigan, Woodcock reported “ex- 
cellent @0-operation” in that terri- 
tory between Federal and State en- 
forcement agencies. He declared 
himself well satisfied with condi- 
tions in these states 

However, he emphasized that he 
was not certain just how effective, 
the prohibition work was in this 
territory. He said he had confined 
his survey to the personne! and or- 
ganization and that he was well 
satisfied with these. 

The monthly report of prohibi- 
tion enforcement activities was is- 
sued, showing a slight decline in 
the number of arrests in August, 
compared with July, and a slight 
increase in unfinished cases on the 
docket. Arrests for August totaled 
5739 compared with 6548 in July. 

There were 1255 convictions last 
month, 41 by juries, while fines to- 
talead $143,451 and sentences to- 
tale@ 55,455 days. The greatest 
number of arrests was in the Sec- 
ond Prohibition District which in- 
cludes New York. 

Asked if he could dry up the na- 
tion with 500 addition agents, 
Woodcock told newspapermen he 
did not know. He said the in- 
creased staff was necessary how- 
ever. The increased appropriation 
also would be used, he said, to 
meet the expenses of the school 
for prohibition agents, and the cost 
of the 24 instructors.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—For 
all the gossip of the years since the 
war as to his political hopes, Gen. 
John J. Pershing entered. on his 
seventieth birthday today supreme- | 
ly happy that he is and always has 
been “just a soldier.” 

“I can say with all sincerity that 
nothing gives me more happiness 
than that I have never been drawn 
into political life,” he said. “I 
have watched what happens to 
holders of high political office. I 
have seen their every word distort- 
ed and twisted to find some hidden 
meaning. I have seen their polit- 
ical supporters picture them as 
prodigies of wisdom and states- 
manship while their opponents at 
the same time set them out as 
stupid scoundrels. And I have 
known them, and known that they 
were neither the one nor the other, 
just average Americans.” 

To his great regret it is as a 
eold,.unemotional martinet and re- 
lentless disciplinarian—a military 
machine—that many of the men 
he led to victory in France looked 
upon him. He sensed that many 
times and wished they could have 
known him better. 

“For that is not John Pershing 
as I have known him all my life,” 
the General said. “He is quite a 
different fellow, with many a soft 
spot in his makeup. That has 
made some of the things he has
